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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 7/1 9/2005 has been entered. Claims 1 -65, 76-87 have 
been cancelled. Claims 66-75, 88-122 are pending in this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 66-75, 88-122 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses or suggests a computer program product for causing a system to 
provide a code division multiple access signal, the computer program product 
comprising a computer useable medium having computer program logic therein, the 
computer program logic comprising: coding means for causing the system to code at 
least one data message stream based on GO-CDMA codes; scrambling means for 
causing the system to scramble the coded data message stream based on random 
codes, and transmitting means for causing the system to transmit the scrambled coded 
message stream based on over a communication channel as recited in claims 66, 75, 
88; a processor coupled to the memory and the demodulation unit, the processor 
executing the program instructions to a) receive a scrambled coded data message 
stream over a communication channel, b) descramble the coded data message stream 
based on random codes and identification information identifying the random codes, 
and c) decode the data message stream based on GO-CDMA codes as recited in 
claims 100, 111.
